MILWAUKEE, June 24 (AP)— 
A Northwest Airlines four-engine 


DC-4 plane with 55 passengers 
and a crew of three aboard was 
missing today and a destroyer es- 
cort in Lake Michigan reported 
finding what it believed to be 
“unmistakable” traces of the 
missing plane. 

The airliner was flying nonstop 
from New York to Minneapolis 
en route to Seattle last night. It 
was last heard from over Battle 
Creek, Mich., at 11:13 p.m. Fri- 
day, when the pilot made a rou- 
tine radio check. The plane ap- 
parently was in no trouble then. 
Capt. George Parkinson of the 
Naval Reserve here said the cap- 
tain of the destroyer escort, the 
Daniel A. Joy, told of marking a 
spot six and three-quarters miles 
east of Milwaukee where it found 
pieces of paper and oil bubbling 
to the surface. 

Joy Marks Spot, 

The Joy was searching the area 
after intercepting radio search 
broadcasts at 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing. It has marked the spot with 
two life rings attached to grap- 
pling hooks, Capt. Parkinson said,

Coroner Trickey said the body 
bore smears of road tar, indicat- 
ing it had been dragged over a re- 
cently tarred road near the drain- 
age ditch. He said Sheriff T. W. 
Lane of Wharton reported that 
similar tar was on the automobile 
in which Tanner was arrested. 

Told Conflicting Stories. 

Tanner, in jail at Wharton un- 
der a 37-day sentence for drunken 
driving, had given conflicting ac- 
counts of his movements before 
word was received of the finding 
of Mrs. Ayres’s body. His story 
today was that he had met her 
some time ago in a restaurant and 
started driving to Memphis, Tenn., 
his home, last Monday morning 
from Barnhart, on U.S. Highway 
66 in Jefferson county. 

“She told me I could use the 
ear to go to Memphis and then 
to Snyder, Tex., where I wanted 
gome oil field work,” Tanner said. 

At a fork in the road they drove 
onto a side road covered with tar 
and he stopped on a bridge over 
a creek, he continued. 

“I stopped the car and she got 
out, dressed only in a slip,” Tan- 
ner said. “Then I heard her fall 
off the bridge. It was night and 
I couldn't see. We were both 


drunk.”

He said he then drove on to 
Memphis, stopping only to buy 
whisky, and continued to Texas.

Dr. Stroud, 47 years old, was 
seemingly in excellent health and 
spirits, members of the family 
said. He had appointments to 
see a number of patients today 
and had arranged with a -tele- 
phone service to be called at 6:30 
a.m. He was to have left by 
plane early tomorrow for Jackson, 
Miss., to meet his father, Dr. Wil- 
liam F. Stroud, of Mount Olive, 
Miss., who was to accompany his 
son and friends on the fishing 
trip. 

Dr. Stroud had practiced medi- 
cine in St. Louis since 1928, with 
offices in the University Club 
building. He was graduated from 
the University of Mississippi and 
Washington University Medical 
School. He was regarded as an 
authority on allergies and_ in- 
ternal medicine. He was on the 
staffs of Barnes and Deaconess 
hospitals. 

Surviving, besides his wife, are 
three sons, Robert, William and 
Bradford Stroud; two daughters, 
Mrs. Arthur Driemeyer and Miss 
Barbara Stroud; his parents, two 
brothers and five sisters.

HOD UNION MAN'S FLAT 


Shooting at Home Occupied by 


Charles Vazis, Wounded in 
Labor Row April 12. 


Four bullets were fired early 
today into a flat occupied by 
Charles Vazis, a member of the 
AFL Building Laborers’ and Hod 
Carriers’ union, in what police 
believe was another phase of the 
bitter union warfare in which 
Vazis was shot and_ seriously 
wounded last April 12.

Mediation Efforts. 

Francis A. O’Neill, chairman of 
the National (railway) Mediation 
Board said late yesterday that 
“nothing is cooking” in the 
board’s attempts to bring about a 
postponement, compromise or 
settlement of the dispute. He 
said the board was in telephonic 
communication with both sides. 

All the railroads except the 
Great Northern have said they 
will quit rolling if the switchmen 
leave their posts at 6 a.m. tomor- 
row. In San Francisco, a Great: 
Northern spokesman said that all 
but 60 of their switchmen be- 
longed to another union, and the 
line would be able to carry on. 

The strike was called to enforce 
the union’s demand for a 40-hour 
week with 48 hours pay. A fact- 
finding board appointed by Presi- 
dent Truman recommended the 
48-hour week be slashed to 40 with 
an 18-cent hourly increase in pay. 
The union said this would cut 
members’ take-home pay. 

Other Factors. 

In addition to tomorrow’s strike 
there are these added factors in 
the rail picture: 

On July 15, the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen and the Order 
of Railway Conductors may strike. 
By that time all the legal require- 
ments for “cooling off” under 
federal statutes will have been 
fulfilled. These two unions also 
disagree with wage and hour find- 
ings of a presidential board. 

July 11 is a possible walkout 
date set by the pullman conduc- 
tors’ division of the conductors’ 
order. In the pullman case, the 
actual walkout may. be delayed 
while the disagreement is investi- 
gated by a presidential board. A 
60-day delay would automatically 
come into effect if the President 
appointed fact-finders. 

The pullman men want a reduc- 
tion of the work month from 225 
hours to 210 hours without loss of 
pay—plus some changes in work- 
ing regulations.

LACLEDE DISPUTE SETTLED; 


WORK BEGINS AGAIN MONDAY 


A jurisdictional’ dispute be- 
tween the Steamfitters’ and 
Building Laborers’ unions, which 
has tied up work since Tuesday 
on the Laclede Gas Co.’s $5,000,- 
000 pipe line project here, has 
been settled and the workers will 
return to their jobs Monday morn- 
ing, Lawrence Callanan, business 
agent for the steamfitters, said 
today. 

Members of both unions were 
employed on the project but they 
all walked off the job, each claim- 
ing exclusive right to lay the 
pipe line. Callanan said the settle- 
ment of the controversy “was 
worked out by the local unions.”

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How to End Duplication 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


St. Louis County Transit Co. and the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. said last 
fall they submitted their plan in order 
to eliminate duplicate transit service 
and improve service in St. Louis county. 

But there is no duplication of the 
service offered by the present Creve 
Coeur streetcar line of the Public Serv- 
ice Co., and no improvement in service 
is proposed. Hundreds of riders de- 
pend on this line to get to and from 
work daily. At present it maintains an 
approximate five minute schedule dur- 
ing morning and evening rush hours, 
and several of these cars are “through 
cars.” 

Could the County Transit Co. ap- 
proximate this service? Would it? Not 
if its present schedules on existing 
lines can be used as criteria. 

If the two companies are sincere in 
their objective of eliminating duplicat- 
ing services and “relief from competi- 
tion as an economic necessity,” why 
not start where there is duplication of 
service and where economy could be 
effected? 

The St. Charles and Overland lines 
of the County Transit now duplicate, 
in part, the route of the Woodson line 
of Public Service. It is proposed that 
the eastern portion of these two County 
Transit lines be operated with “closed 
doors” from Brown road to the Wellston 
terminal. Doesn't it cost practirally as 
much to operate in this manner? 

There is real duplication of service 
and economic waste. Why not. termi- 
nate the County Transit’s St. Charles 
line at the western terminus of Public 
Service’s Woodson road line, and the 
County Transit’s Overland line at 
Woodson road and St. Charles road? 

Why continue this real duplication of 
service on these lines while proposing 
to abandon the Creve Coeur line where 
no duplication exists, and where an 
inferior service will be offered if the 
plan is allowed to go through, at the 
expense in additional fares, lost time 
and inconvenience of the hundreds of 
riders now using the Creve Coeur line?

EX-BALL-GAME FAN. 
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A Growing Gouge 

Loan shark practices are on the increase in 
Missouri. 

Some 30 cases have been prosecuted by 
Prosecuting Attorney Lochmoeller, all but three 
or four of which have been won. Nevertheless, 
usurious interest rates continue to be charged, 
sometimes reportedly as high as 120 per cent. 

The reason for this distressing situation is 
that Missouri lacks a small loan statute. It has 
Yacked one for four years. 

All special lending laws were invalidated by 
the new Constitutioh, which limited the inter- 
est rate to 8 per cent. Up to then 30 to 36 
per cent had been the legal rates. 

A number of small-loan companies have since 
moved across the river to East St. Louis, where 
they continue to lend money to St. Louisans 
under Illinois’ higher rates and without any 
supervision by Missouri. 


There have been many complaints against St. - 


Louis lenders from borrowers whom the prose- 
cutor is powerless to help. His hands were 
tied, he said, by a ruling of the Kansas City 
Court of Appeals that a used car dealer has 
the right to set two prices, one for cash and 
one for time payment. 

Under the two-price system, Mr. Lochmoeller 
said, usurious dealers have their customers sign 
a blank note and a blank mortgage and do not 
even give them a bill of sale. The first the 
customer learns he has committed himself to 


' pay a higher time price instead of the cash 


price that was quoted to him is when he re- 
ceives a bill from the finance company which 
has purchased his note from the dealer. 

Still another racket has been to charge the 
customer for an insurance policy which is 
nonexistent. The Prosecuting Attorney has had 
cases in which he said he was certain—but 
powerless to prove—that the insurance policy 
was not issued until after the case was brought 
against the dealer. 

Of the cases that have gone to trial, all those 
that have been lost were lost for the same 
reason, according to the prosecutor. This was 
that jurors were unwilling to send the de- 
fendants to the workhouse, as is mandatory, in 
addition to assessing a fine. 

From these experiences the Prosecuting At- 
torney has arrived at the conclusion, which the 
Post-Dispatch shares, that a small loan law is 
needed. In addition to establishing some fair 


aximum for interest rates he would correct 
fre nyfaed weaknesses in the law on at least 
points: 


1. Require the lender to give the borrower a 
copy of every paper involved in the transaction. 
This would enable the borrower to make the 


deal with open eyes. 
2. Drop the mandatory workhouse sentence of 


‘up to 90 days. Increase the permissible fine 
from $500 to $1000. Permit workhouse sentences 


of up to a year for extreme cases. 

3. Void the note as well as the lien if exces- 
sive interest is charged. 

Evidently. the situation warrants a careful 
study of these and other means of dealing 
with usury in small loans in Missouri. A model 
bill embodying the results should be drawn, 
submitted to the next Legislature and adopted. 
Otherwise a bad situation will become worse. 
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Lustron Inquiry 
The Justice Department promises to investi- 
gate the Lustron Corp., and the inquiry should 
be thorough. Lustron already has been investi- 
gated by Congress and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corp., and the results only confused the 
question of prefabricated housing. 


Congress was primarily interested in whether 
the $37,500,000 in RFC loans to Lustron were 
justified. The answer was difficult to find, be- 
cause much of the nation’s hope for mass hous- 
ing rested on those loans. They were a gamble 
against the housing shortage. 

Previous inquiries did show that Lustron had 
tooled to produce 1000 homes a day, but never 
got anywhere near full production. The moral 
seemed to be that it was easier to solve assem- 
bly-line techniques of home construction than 
to win sales and popular acceptance. 

Now it appears that Lustron funds may have 
been misspent. Federal District Judge Mell G. 
Underwood says he wants to know how the 
money was used. And a joint statement by him 
and Justice Department officers refers to “indi- 
cations of crimes having been committed.” 


If crimes were committed, prosecution should 
be swift. But the Justice Department inquiry 
might serve still another purpose. Perhaps it 
can show whether Lustron ever was a fair 
gamble of public funds. Did the company fail 
because there is no mass market for mass 
housing, or because of its own incapacities? 
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Spies and H-Bombs 


How easy it is to over-emphasize the role of 
spies in atomic development is well illustrated 
by a remarkable article on the hydrogen bomb 
in the current Saturday Evening Post. 

' The author, William L. Laurence of the New 
York Times, is probably the ablest writer on 
the subject today. He first heard of the hydro- 
gen bomb in the spring of 1945, when the sci- 
entists at Los Alamos told him such a bomb 
would be possible if the A-bomb, then still in 
the development stage, worked. The A-bomb 
did work, and Klaus Fuchs, who later confessed 
spying for Russia, was present at the first test. 

Mr. Laurence suggests that the American de 
cision to proceed with development of hydrogen 
bombs—announced by President Truman last 
Jan. 31—was influenced by a sudden realization 
that Fuchs had given Russia the secrets not only 
of the A-bomb but of the H-bomb as well. Fuchs’ 
arrest was announced on Feb. 3, and Mr. Lau- 
rence surmises that the President must have 
known it was coming. 

This was denied at the time by Press Secre- 
tary Charles G. Ross, who said the President's 
decision had been made before Fuchs’ arrest. 

Whatever the truth may be on that, the ques- 
tion remains: What H-bomb secrets were there 
for Fuchs to betray? Evidently some work had 
been done in 1945 on deuterium and tritium, the 


presumed components of a hydrogen bomb..But * 


Mr. Laurence himself says there was no H-bomb 
development in this country for five years after 
the end of the war. 

Granting that Fuchs’ information helped the 
Russians speed their atomic development, any 
secrets he gave them about hydrogen fusion 
must have been items of basic knowledge rather 
than tips on a weapon which had not then, and 
has not yet, been designed. 

His betrayal was no less base for that. But 
it is important te remember that spying is a 


> gomsequence, not a gause, of the atomic arms 


race. Fundamentally, this country is not devel- 
oping hydrogen bombs because Klaus Fuchs en- 
abled Russia to develop them. We are doing 
so because, in an arms race, each side has no 


s 


alternative but to fashion the deadliest weapons 
possible. There will be no true security for any- 
one until the atomic arms race is ended. That 
was the purpose of the United Nations control 
plan which our Government supported and Rus- 
sia rejected. One must hope that some day nego- 
tiations can be resumed to this end.

Mr. Lucas Should Think Again

Senator Scott Lucas chose an unfortunate day © 


to make his radio statement on farm policy. 
While he was telling his Illinois electorate that 
he is “pretty well satisfied with the farm legis- 
lation we now have,” the House was passing a 
bill adding two billion dollars to the funds avail- 
able for supporting farm prices. 
$4.850,000,000 available has been obligated. 

Six billion dollars still being a lot of money, 
many Americans will be more receptive than 
Senator Lucas to possible improvements in the 
way in which it is spent. 

The majority leader flatly opposes the Bran- 
nan plan. He defends the present system on 
the ground that over the years the Government 
has been able to support the prices of “basic” 
crops, such as corn, wheat, tobacco, cotton and 
rice, without losses. it is only the “non-basic”’ 
crops, like potatoes and eggs, which have cost 
the Government money, and Senator Lucas 
says this is because there have been no produc- 
tion or marketing controls on these products. 

With or without production controls, we have 
a hunch that “non-basic” crops will continue to 
be supported. Support for some of them, in 
fact, is mandatory under the present law, and 
Congress would certainly see to it that optional 
supports on others were invoked if prices fell 
much below parity. The big staple crops, which 
can be stored over long periods, account for 
only 25 per cent of cash farm income. One can 
accept it as a fact of life, then, that the prices 
of non-storable, relatively perishable crops are 
going to be supported along with the prices of 
the so-called “basic” products. 

The question is, How? 
cism of the present system, which Senator 
Lucas finds so satisfactory, is that it nicks the 
customers twice. The people pay as taxpayers— 
an obligation now being pushed above six bil- 
lion dollars—and they pay again as consumers, 
in the form of artificially propped prices. Fur- 
thermore, the surpluses which the Government 
buys to keep prices up often have to be de- 
stroyed or grossly wasted. 

No matter how well the system may be work- 
ing with storable crops, it affronts common 
sense when applied to perishable crops. And 
that is what the Brannan plan is about. Secre- 
tary Brannan proposes to move these perishable 
surpluses into consumption; to let market prices 
seek their own level; to pay the farmer the 
difference between the market price and the 
support standard adopted by Congress. 

Nobody can be sure that the Brannan plan 
will work better than the present system. . But 
nobody can be sure that it won’t. And since the 
present system is costing over six billion dol- 
lars, surely it is worth finding out what the 
Brannan plan could do. That is why we favor 
a limited trial run on a few commodities.

Fly Ash Is Unnecessary 

There ought to be little argument as to 
whether industries can and should eliminate fly 
ash, after the. expert testimony given in St. 
Louis at a meeting of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers. 

Elimination is an engineering possibility— 
virtually complete elimination, according to H. J. 
White, L. M. Roberts and C. W. Hedberg, all 
of the Research Corp. of Bound Brook, N. J. It 
is also a necessity of good public relations, they 
said, for fly ash is a nuisance. 

St. Louis is moving toward elimination of 
fly ash, but in the cases of a few principal of- 
fenders we believe it could be moving more 
expeditiously. Perhaps the engineering testi- 
mony at the A.S.M.E. will spur on these less 
alacritous ones. It has left substantially noth- 
ing in the way of excuse for protractedly con- 
tinued pollution of the air. 3 
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To McCarthy’s Measure 


For many years the Republican party has been 
saying that what it opposed were the methods, 
rather than the objectives, of the party in power. 

When it comes to Senator McCarthy and his 
irresponsible smears of the State Department, 
the party’s conscience appears to be somewhat 
blunted. National Chairman Guy Gabrielson says 
most Americans support McCarthy’s objectives, 
and do not know or care about his methods. 

One is left to infer that Mr. Gabrielson shares 
that attitude. If he doesn’t, he missed a fine op- 
portunity to say so. 

_ Are the Republicans, then, ready to adopt the 
Communist philosophy that the end justifies the 
means? Some of them are not. 

Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll of New Jersey is not. 
He says, “I cannot condone methods that in the 
name of patriotism may contribute to the de- 
struction of our form of government.” Gov. 
Warren of California and Gov. Duff of Pennsy]- 
vania are not. They recently condemned the 
McCarthy methods of “random, blanket charges 
without specific data to back them up.” 

Senator Margaret Chase Smith and the six 
co-signers of her declaration of decency are not. 
They disassociate themselves from “hate and 


‘character assassination sheltered by the shield 


of congressional immunity.” 

Senator McCarthy may be performing some 
service, after all. His tactics establish a stand- 
ard of moral stature against which the leaders 
of the Republican party are compelled to meas- 
ure themselves. The results should be useful. 
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Something Can Be Said for Women 

‘Some women—especially those who make a 
strident profession out of the perfectly natural 
fact of womanhood—do not think very much of 
other women. Or so it seems. To illustrate the 
point there is Dr. Agnes Wells, 74-year-old head 
of the Woman's party. 

She says that most women believe that they 
have the world in their laps, but they are only 
fooling themselves. And, sadly, they do not 
even know it. Well, we know of at least a few 
women who would be glad to demonstrate, for 
Dr. Wells, their ability to wrap a pretty big-sized 
man around a pretty small finger. 

To clinch her argument, Dr. Wells says that 
any woman of talent who wants to hold a job in 
a man’s field must battle all the way. Men in 
the same field might make the same complaint. 
But just try to imagine the ruggedness of a 
man's career in a woman’s field. 


An English churchman who believes’ that men 
and women should have four romances before 
getting married said his wife “entirely agrees 
with my ideas on the subj.ct.”

Gov. Dewey's decision not to run for Governor again leaves race 
wide open in state with 47 electoral votes; hopeful men of both 
of parties think road to Albany might lead to White House; will 
G.O.P. name weak candidate, and what of Gen. Eisenhower?

The governorship of New York has been 
a traditional steppingstone to the presi- 
dency and Thomas E. Dewey’s decision not 
to run again for Governor is consequently 
a stirring development in national politics. 

it eliminates .Mr. Dewey from a third 
attempt at the presidency. It frees his 
political supporters to seek another presi- 
dential candidate. It makes Mr. Dewey 
important in a new sense, for his endorse- 
ment of some other 
G.O.P. White House 
candidate may be de- 
cisive. - 

That is not all. Mr. 
Dewey was probably 
the strongest Repub- 
lican for the New 
York governorship. 
Since he will not en- 
ter the contest, it 
means a better 
chance for a Demo- 
crat. It means a wildé 
scurry among Demo- 
cratic aspirants. And 
again, in turn, it ‘ ‘teas 
affects national poli- am, Deny 
tics and the presidency. A _ successful 
Democratic Governor would find only one 
other elective post in the nation superior 
to his job at Albany. 


As long as America retains the archaic 
electoral college, presidential candidates 
will tend to be picked from a few key 
states. This is because they have two 
qualifications. The states must be uncer- 
tain and they must have a,large number 
of electoral college votes. That is why 
candidates are chosen again and again 
from New York, Ohio and the like. 

A man from a small one-party state can 
only become President by accident. No 
new George Washington is apt to be 
chosen party leader from Virginia. Why? 
Virginia is safely Democratic anyway— 
and has only 11 electoral college votes! 
Exit Mr. Washington. Now if he would 
move over into New York, he might still 
be considered. 


Is it an accident that Dwight Eisenhower 
of Texas is now living in New York, or 
that Harold Stassen of Minnesota is now 
living in Pennsylvania? 

New York has 47 electoral college votes 
out of 531. It fluctuates politically be- 
tween parties. It has one Democratic 
Senator now, and one Republican (both 
good). Gov. Theodore Roosevelt and Gov. 


Franklin Roosevelt became Presidents and 
Gov. Al Smith tried hard for the office. 
Gov. Dewey ran twice, in’ 1944 and 1948, 
on the latter occasion being conceded elec- 
tion by everyone but the voters. 

That is why the New York governorship 
is important. Who is next, please? 

The Republican nomination in New York 
now almost certainly goes to Lt. Gov. 
Joseph R. Hanley, the man Gov. Dewey 
didn’t want as his running mate. Mr. 
Dewey publicly said of his colleague after 
attempting to dissuade him from running 
in 1946, “He is the nicest stubborn old 
man I know.” 

In the consideration of Mr. Hanley as a 
possible aspirant for the presidency in 
1952, his age is important. He is now 74, 
which probably eliminates him. He has 
been endorsed already as Mr. Dewey’s suc- 
cessor by three powerful G.O.P, leaders in 
New York City’s “bedroom” suburbs—.J. 
Russell Sprague, Livingston Platt and W. 
Kingsland Macy. His strength is primarily 
upstate. It appears probable that he will 
get the G.O.P. nomination. 

This creates a tumult among Democrats 
like a brick in an anthill. Previously they 
thought they had a tough man to beat— 
Dewey; now they calculate they have an 
easy one—Hanley. Previously there was 
strong inclination to use the Roosevelt 
name. One enthusiastic supporter said 
that if Representative Franklin D. Roose- 
velt were candidate for Governor, his 
party would carry New York City by 800.- 
000 votes—“and what Republican could 


come down to the city line with enough* 


votes to overcome that lead?” 

There has been talk of a Pecora-Roose- 
velt ticket ‘New York Supreme Court 
Justice Ferdinand Pecora), or a Ewing- 
Roosevelt ticket (Oscar R. Ewing. Federal 
Security Administrator), Now suddenly 
all is changed. 

Genial James A. Farley, the man who 
quarreled with President Roosevelt over a 
previous presidential aspiration, is sud- 
denly alert. Here is a possible new chance 
for Albany and the White House. Al Smith 
did not make it, but maybe Farley could. 
Either he or one of his proteges would 
have powerful support in the Democratic 
big city machines of the Empire State. 
The balance-of-power Liberal party, how- 
ever faithful to F.D.R., would support 
almost any Democrat but Mr. Farley. 

On the other side, Gov. Dewey may very 
well announce for Dwight Eisenhower. 
That is the move Washington half expects. 


Visit the City Dump

of Burglundtown. Every minister in Mc- 
Comb is asked to drive up to Burglund- 
town and see the situation. The leaders 
in our missionary societies and our Sun- 
day school teachers should visit the dump. 

It is a disease-spreading device. It is a 
rat-breeding farm. It is a source of of- 
fensive odors. It is an eyesore. It is de. 
grading to the Negro people and is the 
worst of slum-type creations notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Burglund Heights and the 
Burglundtown school are not far distant. 

The suggestion of Dr. May, director of 
our public health department, that the city 
should bury its garbage, is a good one. But 
good suggestions often fall on barren soil 
unless pursued farther. The idea of this 
editorial is to keep the suggestion alive. 
McComb has the worst type of racial in- 
justice in its present garbage disposal ar- 
rangement and those individuals who say 
that the South wants the Negroes to get 
a square deal should go to the dump. 

These Negroes do not have a political 
voice in our municipal affairs. This makes 
the obligation even more potent on the 
part of all of us. And bear in mind that 
when we refer to our “city” that it means 
all of us, not just the city fathers whom 
we elect. Visit the city dump.

Architect of the New World 


JOHN ADAMS AND THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION, 
by Catherine Drinker Bowen.

Mrs. Bowen’s book opens in the autumn 
of 1745, when John Adams (who was to 


. sign the Declaration of Independence and 


become the second President of the United 
States) was 10 years old, and closes when 
he was 40. It is with the 15 year period, 
from 1760 to 1775—‘the most important, 
the most significant, of John Adams’ life” 
~——that she mostly deals. 

They were the years when Adams and 
his contemporaries worked out the plan 
whereby the Revolution, when it came, 
was “the only one that succeeded wholly, 
the only ‘one that did not run full cycle 
back to despotism—to a Napoleon and a 
world conquest, a Kremlin and government 
by secret police.” Not yet, at least. 

Adams was not, at heart, a revolution- 
ist as we easily use that word. He was a 
very young man when he began to think 
about government and his first vision was 
not of a new country, but of what Mrs. 
Bowen describes as “a British common- 
wealth of nations, stretching across two 
oceans, an example, a challenge, and an in- 

vitation to all who 
desired liberty under 
the law.” Events 
made this impossible 
because the British 
crown betrayed the 
vision. It all but 
broke John Adams’ 
heart. 

He had grown up 
to think of himself 
as British, a be- 
liever in British 
rights, freedom, and 
the Constitution. But 
when British stupid- 
ity made the break 
inevitable (although, 

as he said, “1 go mourning in my Heart 
all the Day long”) he sided where his 


“conscience dictated he must side and be- 


came one of the architects of the New 
World. 

John Adams was a Jawyer and as such 
was a lover of order and precedent. He 
was no Sam Adams, no Tom Paine. Fiery 
words did not become his style. He had 
not the character to be a plotter against 
the status quo. 

It is Mrg. Bowen’s bold task not to “de- 
bunk” Jo Adams but to make him live 
as a human being. in order to do this she 
has steeped herself in the data of his 
times. She writes and talks with the very 
accent of Massachusetts as it must have 
been in the Age of Enlightenment. 

It is as if Mrs. Bowen had actually lived 
in the weathered house at Braintfee, gone 
for the cows with young John, followed 
him into the dormitories at Harvard, 
walked the long miles between home and 
college, sat with him in his Worcester 
schoolhouse. been present at the gathering 
where Adams met James Putnam and was 
introduced to the law. 

The book is essentially a study of char- 
acter, of John Adams the respector of law 
and tradition, who lived through a warring 
period to help bring about, and later to 
win, the Revolutionary War, that severed 
America from the Old World. It is the 
study of a great man and how he be- 
came great during those great times.

-}one extending federal rent con- 
trols until Dec. 31, and another 
extending the peacetime draft 
law for 15 days. The rent control 
law provides that individual cities 
can vote to extend controls an 
| extra six months. 

It was far short of Truman’s 
demand for a flat one-year ex- 
tension of the present rent law, 
but he signed it without comment. 
His congressional leaders had told 
him it was the best they could get. 

The measure means that 8,500,- 
000 dwelling units in about 40 
states will remain under controls 
when the present law expires 
June 30. 

Democratic and Republican 
leaders alike have made it plain 
that this will be the last extension 
of the rent curbs, the last remain- 
ing major wartime control. 

It means also that Congress 
now will have to provide funds 
for Housing Expediter Tighe E.

IT IS NOT HER bloody death nor Alessandro’s 
dogged penitence as lay brother in a monastery 
that has raised Maria to sainthood. Nor is it her 
presumed miracles, testified to the satisfaction 
of the Vatican’s Congregation of Rites, after her 
death. 

Maria rises to sainthood in reaffirmation of the 
belief deep in Catholicism that chastity of women 
is a spiritual as well as a physical condition. Maria 
died a virgin, but that is incidental. The point 
is that she died defending her chastity. 

Alessandro has confessed not only murdering 
Maria, but having tried three times previously to 
seduce her. He has even journeyed to Rome, 
spending the night here in the Church of St. John 
and Paul, to make perfectly clear to Vatican boards 
all the circumstances prior to the murder. He has 
been Maria’s loudest witness in testimony of her 
resistance to him.

IN BEATIFYING MARIA—raising her to the 
intermediate state of “‘blessed’”—Pius XII first ac- 
ceded in 1947 to the 12-year effort of the Passionist 
Order priest, Father Mauro, her most persistent 
sponsor. The “informative res@arch” that led to 
her being classified as a martyr took 10 years in 
itself, till 1945.

, been pushed along seems to Vatican observers to 
mean that CathoJicism wishes to elevate Maria 
quickly as a symbol of sexual purity and an 
opposite pole to sexual coriplaisance or promis- 
cuity among women. In this sense her canoniza- 
tion is as modern, theologically speaking, as the 
deference paid to Dr. Sigmund Freud in medicine, 
though its elements are as old as Tarquin’s rape 
of Lucretia.

ly welcome the release from its routine and its pressure. 

They need that relief. They need time to let the lessons 
knead themselves into new experiences and so become added 
strength to their minds and bodies. Time is needed for 
such growth, needed as space for living. 

But living does not stop when the school doors close. 
These next few weeks offer some of the best growing days 
in all the year for the youngsters and they must not be 
wasted in emptiness. The first day or so seems delightful to 
the school-wearied children; but after that they are at a loss 
to find something to do. “Activity is the source of all growth 
and Nature drives children to grow accordingly. Unless we 
direct their doings they will try to act on their own and 
being without experience, get into bad habits of idleness, 
mischief, attitudes toward usefulness that spell no good for 
them. Wise parents plan ahead for this precious growing time.

SOME CHILDREN WILL GO to summer camp. and be 
well cared for there.

The 
great group will ask their mothers, “What can we do today?” 

Mothers are busy people, and if there are younger chil- 
dren in the family overbusy, but they must find time to think 
out a way to keep the active youngsters worthily occupied with 
useful, interésting, pleasant activities.

I often hear 
that comment and I agree with 
the premise, but witha few adjec- 
tives. The dough must be good 
and rich-and the shortcake must 
be served hot. This actually 
means that the only place you 
can get what suits me is in the 
home kitchen. 

The only difference between a 
shortcake and a biscuit dough 
is the fact that the former is 
usually richer. | happen to be one 
of those persons who likes a 
rich biscuit also, much richer 
than the biscuits for which the 
South has achieved a reputation. 
You can use a mix if you like, 
but for the shortcake, I advise 
you to put in some extra short- 
ening. 

The recipe for the double pur- 
pose rich biscuit dough will be 
enough for one large shortcake to 
serve six generously, or it will 
make enough biscuits for a main 
course and shortcake for dessert 
tu serve three or four persons, de- 
pending upon their appetites. If 
you like your biscuits symmetri- 
cal you can, of course, roll the 
dough and cut it into rounds. 
If you like them best with ragged 
edges and very, very tender, just 
pat the dough into shape for both 
biscuits and shortcake. I have 
come to prefer the individual 
shortcakes to one large cake. In 
either case, I pat the dough thin, 
spread it with softened butter, 
cover it with another piece which 
I pat into shape on the baking 
sheet. After baking, the tops 
can be lifted off easily and there

will be no sogginess which is 
likely. to occur when a hot cake 
is split. 

I like to put the sugar with the 
berries, to ntash them and let 
them stand on top of the oven 
while the cake is baking. Some- 
times, and this used to be the 
chosen method for “carnations,” 
butter and sugar are creamed to- 
gether and added to the berries. 
One family of my acquaintance 
adds the cream after the sugar 
and berries have stood some time. 
Others prefer to have plain or 
whipped cream passed at the 
table.

Mix sand sift dry ingredients. 
Cut in shortening with pastry 
blender or two: knives. Stir in 
milk gradually, mixing just enough 
to make a smooth dough. Divide 
dough in half. Pat one half in 
seven-inch pan, spread with but- 
ter or margarine, and put. other 
half, patted to fit, on top. Bake 
in hot oven (450 degrees F.) 15 
to 10 minutes. Yield: Six servings. 

Note: For biscuits: Pull off 
small pieces of dough. Pat into 
one and one-half-inch , rounds, 
one-half-inch thick, on baking 
sheet. Brush with milk and bake 
in hot oven (450 degrees F.) 10 to 
12 minutes.

His cross now stands 
looking over the rows of almost 
5000 crosses placed here, in mem- 
ory of the men he led in battle, 

May we, who are still alive, 
hope that each one of us will play 
our part in creating a peaceful 
world, as well as they did theirs. 
May we always remember these 
valiant men, and the price they 
had to pay to win the war,

THE CEMETERY is in a beauti- 
ful spot, the rolling country and 
the surrounding woods make it 
peaceful and quiet.

We then looked at the plans 
for the little chapel and the col- 
lunade which are to be built at 
Hamm and at the marble cross 
which will, before long, replace 
all the wooden crosses.
